But while the supporters of the government, 
whether as a caucus or as a group in the Legislature, 
know nothing about the budget, the public is better 
informed. From time to time public utterances of 
the ministers have contained some things, the signifi¬ 
cance of which, while it has not penetrated into the 
party mind, has not been lost upon the much more 
alert outsiders. There is going to be another stiff 
dose of taxation, of course. The income tax may 
be jumped up so much that the one per cent tax of 
last session will be an innocuous little appetizer by way 
of comparison. There also may be the difference that 
whereas the one per cent tax last year was sugared 
by grants to the municipalities, the dose this year will 
be accompanied by the imposition of fresh burdens 
upon the municipalities in the form of social service 
liabilities hitherto borne by the government. 

But whatever may be the nature of the budget, 
and however little the. government and opposition, 
members of the House may know about it now. there 
can be no question of the painstaking attention it has 
been receiving from the Minister who will be respon¬ 
sible for its presentation. Obviously his task is not 
at all to his liking. He knows, of course, that his 
budget will not be popular, because be must announce 
fresh taxation, but in this respect he is in a large 
and distinguished company, since every Finance Min¬ 
ister on earth has the same story to tell. Whatever 
criticism the Minister will have to meet—and there 
will be a great deal of h—there will be no implica¬ 
tion that he has not done his best in unusually diffi¬ 
cult circumstances.

Here is the story of two years’ trade: A drop from 
$2,394,000,000 to $1,210,929,394.

When the Ovtav/a government made a cut of ten 
per cent In the salaries of civil rervante receiving ll.'JOO 
a year or more tome exemptions were made. There Is to 
be no cut In the salaries of lieutenant-governors. Judge*, 
members of the. military, naval and air foreas and the 
Royal panadlan Mounted Police. 

It Is characteristic of the present. administration 
that It should make these particular exemptions from 
the salsry cut. Against the exemption of two of the 
classes named there need be little objection. The Judges 
in this counry are not over-paid and 1 Is well known 
much to five times aa much In a year aa the salary 
paid them. 

As to the other exemptions It Is pointed out by 
Agnes Macphell. UP, that “all the elements of fores 
are to be paid In full," and: 

“There are more highly paid men In the Department 
of National Defence than in shy other department of 
the service. One hundred and thirty-nine people re¬ 
ceive between 84.000 and 84.900: thirty people receive 
between 85.000 and 85.900 and fifteen between 86.000 
and 88.900. We seem to have enough armchair generals 
to swing a good aired wr.r any time and they take no 
cut in salary." 

The armed men are to retain their good pay. white 
the civilians In the public service, the clerks and scriv¬ 
eners and drab men of peace..are to have their pay cut. 
The exemptions are invidious, significant and pro¬ 
vocative.

COULD NOT ESTIMATE 

The budget, ho sold.- should be 
balanced on reasonably anticipated ex¬ 
penditures. Unemployment relief costs 
were a gamble, because the council 
could not know what they would be.
